Although at present some 
efforts are being made, by the Bureaux of 
| Forestry and Agriculture, to introduce new 
varieties of canc, particularly from the Sand- 
wich Islands, in order to strengthen and im- 
prove the somewhat attenuated native article, 
yet, until Congress sees fit to remove the 
tariff from Philippines sugar, the industry 
must ever remain weakly and of little or 
no account. ‘The leading advocates of 
the promotion of sugar cultivation in the 
Philippine Istands suggest the leasing of 
public lands in localities favourable to 
sugar production fora lengthy term, by which 
means it is thonght capital and enterprise 
would join hand in hand and make Phitip- 
pines sugar an article capable of competing 
with that of the best sugar-exporting coun- 
tries. It is notorious that by far the greater 
part of the sugar consumed in America is 
exported from other countries, so that it is 
patent that, with even the slightest Govern- 
mental encouragement, a great industry can 
and would be promoted in the Islands, 
which, it is furthermore urged, would be 
quite independent of anything in the way of 
bounties.
